NSF is fulfilling a viul mission, 
similar to the task which was entrusted to the forcer military of maintaining the peace 
and order of Japan. However, in order fer the NSP, entrusted with this vital task, to 
execute these duties stated in Article Four, 1 believe that It is axiomatic for them 
to follow a basic operational procedure. I wish to Inquire If MSP is or la not follow- 
ing such a procedure, and also whether or cot the substance of the procedure is ex-
